GERMANS VERY LUCKY 
FOR A COUPLE OF DAYS 


But for That London Says 
the Sinkings Would Have 
Been Kept to Normal--Ex- 
tra Efforts Made by the 
U-Boats. 


London, July 25.—Twenty-one British 


vessels of more than 1,600 tons each and 
three cf less than 1,600 tons each were 
sunk last week by mines or submarines, 
according to the weekly admiralty re- 
port on shipping losses. One fishing 
vessel was also sunk. 

The admiralty’s statement follows: 

“Arrivals, 2,791; sailings, 2,791. 

“British merchantmen sunk by mine 
or submarine, over 1,600 tons, includ- 
ing two previously, 21; under 1,600 
tons, 3.

Machinery Declared Worn 
Out and Obsolete in Re- 
ports by Chairman Dunn 
and Superintendent Smith.

That Atlanta’s waterworks 
chinery is “obsolete and worn 
and should be replaced at once asserts 
W. E. Dunn, president of the board of 
water commissioners, in his annual re- 
port to the mayor and general coun- 
cil. 

This report and the report of 
Superintendent W. Zode Smith have 
just been published and are being 
mailed out to council members. 

Superintendent Smith’s report goes 
into detail description of the defects 
in the machinery of the waterworks 
department, urging the installation im- 
mediately of a 20,000,000-gallon pump 
at the Hemphill avenue station and 
vast improvements both at this sta- 
tion and at the river station. He fur- 
ther asks the erection of another sup- 
Ply main from the river to the city’s 
reservoirs. 

Machinery Obsolete. 

In President’ Dunn’s report he says: 

“The machinery of the waterworks 
department is not only becoming worn 
out. but is also becoming obsolete. You 
will find it necessary to, in the very 
near future, provide money with which 
to replace pumping machinery, boil- 
ers and other equipment at beth sta- 
tions.” 

Superintendent Smith’s report to the 
water commissioners, which is more 
detailed, is as follows: 


“Your attention has been repeatedly call- 
ed to the fact that during certain periods 
of the year, especially during the months 
of September, October and November, the 
flow of Chattahoochee river is so low that 
it often becomes necessary to shut down all 
of the pumps, except one, at the river sta- 
tion. This trouble could very easily be 
overcome by the building of the dams, here- 
tofore recommended, across the river at a 
point below the intake and from the upper 
point of the island to thé Cobb county side 
of the river. 

“I wish to again call your attention to 
the fact that immediate steps should be 
taken ‘ooking towards the purchase and 
installation of new boilers at the Chatta- 
hoochee river station to replace the six old 
return tubular boilers which were installed 
in 1893.

She was 035 
feet in iength, 63 feet beam and 34 
feet depth She was owned by the 
Orient Steam Navigation company, of 
Glasgow.

First Year of War 
To Cost Uncle Sam 
1 7,000;000,000 
Tax Levies in War Revenue 
Measure Will Be Increased 


to Raise at Least Two Bil- 
lion Dollars. 


Washington, July 25.—America’s war 
bill for the fiscal year will total $17,- 
000,000,000, Senator Smoot told the sen- 
ate today, instead of the $14,226,000,000 
he estimated yesterday, the increase re- 
sulting from an additional $500,000,000 
for the shipping board, $2,000,000,000 for 
the allies and $150,000,000 deficit in the 
executive departments. 


Representative Hill, of Connecticut, 
ranking republican of the ways and 
means committee, gave notice in the 
house today that upon constitutiona] 
grounds he would insist on the war tax 
bill being brought back to the house 
for increase and would fight the at- 
tempt to amend the Dill for increases in 
the senate finance committee. The ad- 
ministration is planning to add about 
$5,000,000,000 to the Dill. 

Mr. Hill based his action on the con- 
stitutional provision that bills for rais- 
ing revenue must originate in the 
house. 

Big: Increase in Tax Levies. 

While awaiting the forthcoming es- 
timates of $5,000;000,000 or more un- 
der preparation by the executive de- 
partments to cover war expenses, 
senate finance committee members to- 
day discussed informally how great a 
part of the total should be raised by 
taxation and on what commodities the 
increases should fall.

No Karly Breach in Line. 

There is an old military rule that a 
fortified position cannot be taken by 
Girect attack, but must be turned or 
isolated entirely. Some observers here 
Say the allied offensive has consisted 
only of direct attacks against a line of 
fortifications stronger than any fort of 
former days. The maze of trenches, en- 
tanglements, armored strong posts and 
fortified villages extend miles back of 
the front on both sides, so that in ef- 
fect a fortified belt stretches from the 
gea to the Swiss border that is perhaps 
more than 100 miles wide. 

It is the belief of some military men 
here that no bre&ch can be made for 
many months through the German line 
of sufficient width to permit rolling up 
the entire German front. 

Admitting all these points, however, 
there is no sign of discouragement 
among American officials. President 
Wilson’s declaration that the nation, 
not merely an army, must be made ready 
for war is being carried out determin-

IN FEDERAL SERVICE 


Only Troops in California 
and Southwest Yet to Be 
Called—Guard Regiments 
Soon to France. 


Washington, July 25.—The entire na- 
ticnal guard of the country with the 
exception of troops from California and 
the southwestern states in the fed- 
eral service tonight under President 
Wilson’s call. 

The remaining units will be brought 
in August 5, on which day the whole 
force of probably 300,000 men will be 
drafted into the army of the United 
States and will lose its status as militia. 
From that day on, the state troops can 
be used for any duty required of the 
regular army. 

Over 150,000 Men Called. 

All troops from Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, New Jersey, Dela- 
ware, Maryland, District of Columbia, 
Virginia, North and South Carolina, 
Tennessee, Illinois, Montana, Wyoming. 
Idaho, Washington and Oregon come in 
today under President Wilson’s recent 
proclamation, preparatory to mobiliza- 
tion in southern training camps to be 
equipped and outfitted for duty in 
France. Probably more than 150,000 
men went on the federal payroll. 
the training camps. 

The first increment, which included 
the New York and Pennsylvania divi- 
sions, was called out July 15 and has 
been held at state armories for pre- 
liminary equipment or started south to 
the training camps. 

Guardsmen Soon to France. 


With the federalization of the entire 
force complete after August 5, the ranks 
of all regiments will be filled up to 
full war strength with men from the 
selective draft lists. 

There have been many things to in- 
dicate that guard regiments which are 
now fairly well equipped and which 
have the benefit of the border mobiliza- 
tion, will not be held long at the divi- 
sional training camps. If transporta- 
tion is available, the best of the state 
troops may be hurried to France at

Retiring 
columns stretching to the horizon can 
plainly be observed from numerous 
vantage points. The retreat occasion- 
ally degenerates into a full rout, par- 
ticularly under the influence of. the 
Austro-German field guns, which are 
abreasc the infantry vanguards and 
dash forward to a hill, where they 
pour a demoralizing fire into the 
masses crowded in the roads.

DEATH IS URGED 
FOR MUTINEERS. 


Petrograd, July 25,—(Via London.)— 
Russian commissioners who restored 
discipline in the seventh and eighth ar- 
mies, making possible the recent Rus- 
Sian offensive in eastern Galicia, after 
witnessing the retreat of the Russians 
in the face of the Austro-German at- 
tack, have sent their reports to Pre- 
mier Kerensky.

Committee, Evidently, Has No 
| Intention of Changing the 
| House Calendar. 


It is quite evident that the rules com- 
mittee af the house has no intention 
whatever of recommending any vari- 
;ance from the rules in the order in 
| Which bills Shall be reported for con- 
sideration. They must come up in the 
order in which they stand on the cal-

Only Two Ways Left. 

The decision of the rules commit- 
tee to take no action upon resolutions 
asking that bills be taken from their 
regular places upon the calendar and 
called up for passage means that there 
are but two ways left whereby a bill 
can be taken up out of its order. 

One of these is to force the ruleg 
committee to act by presenting the 
rules committee with a petition signed 
| by a majority of the house, a method 
SO impracticable in operation as to be 
all but impossible. 

The other is to place on the table 
each bill on the calendar in its order 
until the bill desired to be considered 
is reached. It would not be surpris- 
ing if this method is later used, since 
placing a bill on the table will make 
it subject to call from the table and 
consideration at any time the house 
desires, : 


Jones Issues Statement. 


In order that the position of the 
rules committee may be thoroughly 
understood, the committee authorized 
the following statement by its vice 
chairman, Mr. Jones, of Coweta, Wed- 
nesday morning:

Bureau for Today. 


Although rain fell late Wednesday 
afternoon, and the weather man pre- 
gicted “probable thundershowers” to- 
day, it was reported at the weather 
bureau last night that the rain area 
in the cotton region was decreasing, 
and that there would shortly be a 
complete cessation of the rainy spell 
which has held the cotton belt in its 
grip for days. 

“During the past week frequent, well 
distributed showers fell in practically 
all sections of the state,” reports the 
cotton region bulletin issued last night 
by the weather department. “The ab- 
sence of bright suashine and great 
heat during most cfithe week caused 
the ground to thoroughly absorb the 
moisture, and resulted in general im- 
provement in crop conditions through- 
out Georgia. 

“Except in a few places the pre- 
cipitation was not heavy enough to 
interfere with farm work, an@ crops 
continue in an excellent state of culti- 
vation, except that they are getting 
grassy in low places. Cotton continues 
to improve, althaugh the plants are 
small they appear to be well fruited, 
but the crop will open late; only a lit- 
tle shedding has been reported, and 
the damage by the boll weevil does 
not appear to be very considerable. 

“Early corn has been laid by in 
good shape, late corn was greatly 
benefited by the rain and good crop 
is assured. Meadows, as well as pas- 
tures have improved, but the first cut- 
ting of hay was short. Truck crops, 
gardens, peanuts, sugar cane, field 
peas and sweet potatoes are growing 
nicely. The harvesting of sweet po- 
tatoes is beginning in the extreme 
southern portion of the state. The 
peach season is practically over. Mel- 
ens are abundant and of good quality. 
More sunshine would now be bene- 
ficial.”

Waycross, Ga., July 25.—(Special.)— 
A Waycross boy, Noah Hart, recently 
witnessed the destruction of a large 
steamer in British waters and helped 
rescue survivors, according to a letter 
his brother, Charles M. Hart, received 
today from a British port. 

Noah is aboard one of the United 
States torpedo boat destroyers and is 
among the few Georgians now 
service‘in European waters. His let- 
ter was written July 1, and he said the 
several days preceding had been quite 
exciting... Just a few days before he 
wrote his boat picked up-a lifeboat 
containing 32 persons. Some of them 
were women and chiidren. They had 
escaped from a torpedoed steamer and 
when found were 300 miles at sea.

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IS ANOTHER RECALL AHEAD? 


The senior senator from Georgia, in a 


card printed in Wednesday’s Constitution, 
vigorously protesting against the principle 
of a popular privilege of recall, as applied to 
United States senators, introduced his pro 


test with an incident which throws no light 
upon the controversy between the senator 
and the administration—but it vastly illumi- 
nates the possibilities of the recall when a 
deluded people finally find a path to the 
polls. 

The senator with serene satisfaction 
points to the circumstances of his entry into 
the arena of state politics twelve years ago, 
when he was first elected governor of Geor- 
gia upon a platform which was prolific with 
promise. 

To what extent his promises were ful- 
filled by performance is only material to the 
result when he went before the people for 
the indorsement of a second term at the end 
of his administration, and was promptly re- 
called te private life. 

The people of Georgia are a trustful and 
confiding people, slow to wrath, but there is 
aMimit even to the faith of confiding Geor- 
gians when their trust has been abused. 
Upon his senatorial record Senator Smith 
stands seriously indicted for a breach of 
faith with his constituents and for a breach 
of confidence in the democratic administra- 
tion. 

He was sent to the senate as an avowed 
friend and supporter of President Wilson, 
pledged to sustain and defend his adminis- 
tration of the nation’s affairs. 

How has he kept his pledge? His ex- 
treme and radical differences with the ad- 
ministration have been so constant and long- 
continued as to drgw continual comment 
from the patriotic press of all sections of the 
union and as to evoke numberless protests 
from official and personal quarters through- 
out his own state. . 

The present governor of Georgia, in ac- 
cepting the unanimous nomination as chief 
executive of the senator’s home state, was 
overwhelmed by a torrent of vociferous ap- 
plause when he frankly informed the demo- 
cratic convention that “it was a source of 
sincere regret to the people of Georgia that 
the great democratic president of the United 
States, in the unusual difficulties which con- 
fronted him, had not had more cordial sup- 
port from Georgia’s representatives in the 
upper hall of the federal congress.” 

That was one year ago. Senator Smith 
has flooded the mails with franked copies of 
The Congressional Record containing speech- 
es of the senior senator, presumably deliv- 
ered upon the floor of the senate, clamoring 
for practical obstacles in the path of Great 
Britain, now our ally in. the world’s war. 

The only echo of approval of that course 
which has reached Georgia was the action of 
the independent German party, which, in 
convention assembled, telegraphed Senator 
Smith, from San Francisco, their nomination 
for president of the United States on the 
platform of their association. 

Senator Smith has not denied the expres- 
sion recently publicly attributed to him by 
the dean of the Atlanta Law school, in which 
he was quoted as having no preference for 
England over Germany in the present crisis. 

The attacks leveled upon the democratic 
administration by Georgia’s senators have 
found for a target practically every war 
measure advocated by the president, and it 
is no, proof of loyalty to now point to a vote 


cast after every device of diplomacy, detrac- 


tion and delay has been unsuccessfully ex- 
hausted. 

The discreditable campaign against the 
administration has dwindled with defeat, 


from international complications to local 


‘ machinations, until open opposition has de-j 
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generated into bushwhacking and the presi- 
dent’s judicial appointments in Georgia are 
being systematically held up by the combi- 
nation of Georgia’s senators. 

And now, the senior senator from Geor- 
gia, smarting under the lash of popular re- 
buke, seeks to shirk his share of shame in 
the unholy aJliance by pointing to his col- 
league and crying aloud in his loneliness, 
“Hardwick did it; I can prove an alibi!” 

When the senior senator, in his Athens 
speech, echoed the sentiments with which 
the junior senator set Columbus by the ears, 
his able friend and kinsman, Judge Andrew 
Cobb, carved a classification which will sur- 
vive all memories of the present war: 
“Either patriots or traitors.” 

When Commissioner Murphy Candler re- 
viewed the situation in his Buford speech he 
expressed the views shared alike by the 
friends and by the foes of Georgia’s senators, 
in admonishing them to “Get right or get 
out.” 

When Hon. Seaton Grantland and scores 
of other Georgians who had been consistent 
friends of Senator Smith publicly severed 
their political affiliations with the senator, 
én account of his relations toward the ad- 
ministration, it was not an act of political 
revenge, but the solemn protest of those who 
had “had the faith of angels.” 

And when President Wilson sent by the 
hand of his trusted friend, Hon. W. J. Harris, 
a letter of appreciation to the Georgia Press 
ex: ociation, for its generous support of his 
administration, there was a note of stern, but 
sad, protest in his lament that “without its 
assistance he would not have known how to 
interpret the attitude of Georgia!” 

In the eyes of the democratic administra- 
tion, as in the eyes of all Georgians, there 
can be but one difference between the atti- 
tude of the two Georgia senators: The 
junior senator is game enough to glory in his 
wrong and back it with consistent but. mis- 
placed courage, while the senior senator, 
persisting in his hostile attitude to the ad- 
ministration and its works, murmurs with 
parental fondness, “I hate to have to chas- 
tise thee, son, for thy errors. I do it for thine 
own good, but erstwhile, I do protest, it doth 
hurt me more than thee!” 


GOVERNOR DORSEY’S MESSAGE. 


Governor Dorsey’s initial message to the 
general assembly, a summary of which ap- 
pears in this issue of The Constitution, and 
to which we call the special attention of 
every taxpayer of Georgia, is just such a 
document as the people of this state had a 
right to expect from an executive so gen- 
erally and so favorably known to them, both 
as a public servant and a private citizen. 

Throughout it is even-tempered, straight 
to the point, conservative, and, above all, in- 
tensely business-like. It very pointedly re- 
flects the character and mental processes 
of its author; and it bespeaks for Georgia a 
thoroughly business, level-headed adminis- 
tration so far as the chief executive can 
apply his capabilities or exert his influence 
—precisely such an administration, in other 
words, as Hugh. Dorsey promised the peo- 
ple of Georgia when he was a candidate for 
the office he holds. 

In none of the many recommendations he 
makes is there a suggestion of sensational 
reform; nor does he suggest a measure nor 
a change of policy that is not reasonable, in 
keeping with the times, and directed toward 
the best interests of the state-at-large as 
the governor sees the needs of Georgia. 

The message is free from non-essentials 
and -high-sounding phraseology; it contains 
no useless words used as a play for effect. 

It is strictly business from salutation to 
signature; and it merits careful study by 
the legislature, and by every citizen of the 
state. 


GIVE TECH THIS MONEY 


The committee on appropriations of the 
state house of representatives has acted with 
commendable promptness, and patriotically, 
in recommending the appropriation of $30,000 
to equip the Georgia School of Technology 
for the training of 500 aviation students, as 
per request received only last Tuesday from 
the war department. , 

It is to be hoped that the house and 
senate will act with equal promptness and 
patriotism in rushifig the appropriation bill 
to enactment, because there is not a moment 
to be wasted if these students are to be 
trained in Georgia. 

Dr. K. G. Matheson, president of Tech, 
immediately upon receipt of inquiry from 
Washington as to Tech’s ability to give in- 
struction to 500 aviation students, instead of 
the originally contemplated quota of 200, 
asked the legislature for the sum necessary 
to enable him to wire an affirmative answer. 

The amount asked for, and approved by 
the appropriations committee, would be used 
in the installation of $150,000 worth of the 
latest and most efficient equipment—power, 
heating, lighting, apparatus, engineering 
equipment, etc.—which has been donated to 
the school by northern manufacturers, and 
which must be installed in order for the 
school to be able to accommodate the gov- 
ernment’s aviation students. 

For the ordinary demands of the school, 
aside from this demand created by the war, 
Tech needs this equipment in place, and 
needs it badly; because the institution has 
entirely outgrown its equipment. The pres- 
ent power plant, for instance, has been in- 
stalled 25 years, during which time the 
school has grown from two to. eighteen 
splendid buildings, worth $90,000—and which 
were paid for by Atlanta men—and from a 
handful of students in the beginning it has 
grown in enrollment to 1,300. 

So this $30,000 appropriation is needed 
in the ordinary process of events, and there 
should be no hesitancy about giving it. 

But now there are other, and intensely

RECOMMENDS SWEEPING REFORMS 


IN STATE’S FINANCIAL SYSTEM 


In his first formal message to the general 
assembly delivered Wednesday, Governor 
Hugh M. Dorsey recommends a_ sweeping 
change in the state’s financial system, break- 
ing entirely away from the present more or 
less haphazard method of making both ends 
meet through several different departments 
and legislative committees working prac- 
tically separately in finding means of rais- 
ing revenue, operating the machinery for col- 
lecting revenue and in spending the money 
raisey, and offering in lieu thereof a board of 
control, virtually placing the state's finances 
on a budget system. 

This board of control, if created as sug- 
gested by the governor, would end the con- 
dition under which the state has each year 
recently found itself; that is, of having more 
appropriations than it has money to meet. 
Under the present conditions, should the 
governor undertake to hold appropriations 
down strictly to the amount of money an- 
ticipated for the state, he would find it nec- 
essary to veto enough items of appropriations 
to make the money meet the appropriations. 
It would be the duty of the suggested board 
of control, in addition to having a general 
Supervision over the conduct of the financial 
affairs of the state, to scale each appropria- 
tion down to a point when the appropriations 
will come within the state’s revenue, when- 
ever the legislature makes appropriations in 
excess of the state’s revenue. 

The governor's message is largely an 
elaboration upon suggestions made by him to 
the assembly in his inaugural address. 

On Tax Equalization. 

As to the matter of the state's finances, 
he goes into considerable detail, in addition 
to the board of control feature. 

The governor advises against the repeal 
of the tax equalization law, and urges that 
it be perfected so as to reach invisible tax- 
ables which are not now paying their just 
proportion of the state’s taxes. 

He says: 

“The tax equalization law adopted in 1913 
is not perfect, and injustice in many in- 
stances, no doubt, results in its adininistra- 
tion, but it should not be repealed, but 
amended and perfected. I believe that the 
beneficial results derived by the state from 
this law, where it is properly administered, 
is illustrated by the work of the Upson coun- 
ty tax equalizers, In 1917 in that county 
there were 1,266 polls put upon the tax di- 
fest by the equalizers, which did not appear 
on sheets coming through the receiver, and 
this same board also uncovered $263,000 
worth of property which had not been re- 
turned for taxation. Krom the report of 
an auditor made by the grand jury of Upson 
county, at the November term, 1916, of the 
superior court, covering the work of the 
board of equalizers for the year 1916, it will 
be found that the returns coming through the 
tax receiver were increased by $346,759, and 
in that same year 241 polls were added, all 
of which resulted in the year 1916 in adding 
HEH Sh additional revenue to the county and 
1,733.79 to the state, besides the $241 for poll 
tax paid to the state. The equalizers and 
their clerk cost only $600. 

Invisible Property. 

“Unfortunately, invisible property is, un- 
under all laws of all states, 
so far as 1 have been able to discover—es- 
caping its tair burden of taxation, and your 
ingenui will be challenged to devise a 
method whereby such property can be made 
to pay its pro rata toward the maintenance 
of the government; but your energies should 
be -directed to that end. Men of wealth in 
one county, for example, are taking mort- 
gages, as | happen to know, in the name of 
@ man without any financial resources in 
some other state, and immediately trans- 
ferring the property to themselves and con- 
cealing it in their strong boxes, and for no 
other purpose except the evasion of the pay- 
ment of taxes. Some are using banks, in 
which to cover their securities, and others 
have gone so far as to obtain charters in 
Other states and adopted other devices sug- 
gested frequently by attorneys engaged for 
the purpose of enabling them to escape the 
payment of their just proportion of our taxes. 
In Georgia, money, notes, mortgages and 
choses in action of every character are sup- 
posed to be taxed, but the state fails far short 
of getting its share. The state tax commis- 
sioner of Georgia in 1914 is authority for 
the statement that ‘the return for taxation 
in this state of money is less than $25,000,000, 
vet the report of the state bank examiner 
shows there was on deposit in the banks of 
this state 3$170,000,000. The return of mer- 
chandise for taxation in this state is $41,000,- 
000, yet the report of the insurance depart- 
ment of this state discloses that on merchan- 
dise and houses the insurance companies 
have issued policies amounting to $426,- 
571,996. 

“IT find that eix banks in a city of approx- 
imately twenty to twenty-five thousand peo- 
le have made returns for taxes as follows: 
76,000, $300,000, $30,000, $20,000, $150,000, $228,- 
000; which, in each instance, as shown by a 
sworn statement of one of their officials re- 
quired by law to be made and published, is 
not more than 60 per cent of the market 
value of their assets. 

“This is so-called invisible property escap- 
ing taxation, which, however, can be uncov- 
ered and made to bear its burden equally with 
land values. In many instances it is merely 
a matter of devising the proper machinery 
that can discover them, and finding officials 
who will compel payment. 

“I submit to your sense of right that the 
fact that invisible property is fraudulently 
escaping. its just proportion of taxation is 
no reason why the tax equalization law which 
operates to tax land values justly, namely, 
according to its market values, should be re- 
pealed, but that we should hold fast to what 
we have and see that tax dodging by those 
best able to bear this burden is stopped.” 

The governor further suggests that the 
railroad commission be given authority to 
charter and supervise certain private cor- 
porations, from which additional revenue could 
be derived. He also suggests a number of 
other changes which would increase the 
state’s revenue, including a state tax on de- 
tective agencies, a tax on instruments in 
the nature of mortgages and deeds as they 
go to record, a license tax upon non-resident 
corporations doing business in Georgia, re- 
quiring banks to pay on the market value 
of their holdings, to require every parent or 
guardian to pay as much at least a poll tax 
before his child is admitted into the public 
schools, to double the tax upon the incomes 
of insurance companies and let this stand 
in lieu of all municipal license taxes for such 
companies. The governor does not attempt 
to exhaust the sources for increasing the 
state’s revenue. He approves of the revision 
of the general tax act which is now being 
undertaken by tne ways and means commit- 
tee of the housse 


Urges Transportation Board, 


Another important buard which the gov- 
ernor recommends for creation a bvoard 
which shall be composed of citizens who 
Shall serve without charge to the state for 
the investigation of neeus and methods of 
improving rivers and harbors, the extension 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad and 
other matters of transportation which would 
help to develop the stute. The governor 
points out that, while the government is 
seeking locations for navy yards, aviation 
school sites and other locations for war pur- 
poses, it has utilized a navy yard site at 
Brunswick, the utilization of which such a 
commission should look into and urge. The 
governor, suggests that recommendations to

should go through this commission, and he 
points out the importance of such a commis- 
sion in the light of the completion of the 
Panama canal and the plans of the federal 
government for expanding the nation’s mari- 
time interests. 

Briefly summarized, other matters urged 
upon the attention of the general assembly 
in the governor's message are as follows: 

The inauguration of new governors on 
January 1, instead of in June, as at present.

He recommends aid for the state market bu- 
reau. 2 

The governor suggests increased appro- 
priations for the Georgia School of ech- 
nology for the development of the industrial 
and mineral resources of the state. 

It is urged that the general assembly make 
arrangements whereby the state of Georgia 
may share in the conditional vocational edu- 
appropriations of the federal gov- 
ernment. 

It is urged that more be done for the edu- 
eation of the negro, especially along indus- 
trial lines. 

For Circulating Libraries. 

The governor expresses the hope that ar- 
rangements can be made whereby citizens of 
Georgia, even in the remotest parts of the 
state, may have the use of books of the state 
library. 

The governor recommends that arrange- 
ments be made for the permanent care of the 
state records. 

The governor urges a separation of the 
criminally insane and convicts, bringing an 
end to the commitment of the latter class 
state sanitarjum. 

The erection of a primary 
building at the academy for the deaf at Cave 
Springs at the earliest possible moment the 
money may be available is recommended, 

In connection with this institution and all 
other institutions of charity and corrections 
in the state, the governor recommends the 
creation of a central board of supervision 
which shall co-ordinate the work and needs 
of all such institutions and make recommen- 
dations to the legislature for such help as 
may be needed. 

The governor urges that if the legisla- 
ture does not see fit to adopt a method where- 
by the old soldiers may be insured the prompt 
payment of their pensions that the legista- 
ture authorize the scaling system suggested 
in connection with the board of control plan, 
so that all veterans may receive some pay 
ment at the same time. 

In connection with the state board of 
health recommen€ations, the governor urges 
that some legislation be enacted for the re- 
duction of hvydrophobia, the health depart- 
ment having reported that there is more hy- 
drophobia in Georgia than in any other state 
in the union; and the governor further urges 
that unless the general assembly sees fit to 
give sufficient appropriations to take care of 
drug addicts until final convalescence after 
treatment, the assembly seriously. consider 
the discontinuance of the treatment of ad- 
diets. The governor urges that a department 
he established in the state medical college 
at Augusta to train physicians for community 
health work. 

Urges Home Guards. 

In view of the fact that Georgia’s nation- 
al guard has been called away in the federal 
service, the governor recommends that of- 
ficial authority be given for the commission- 
ing of “home guards,” and that, if possible, 
funds be appropriated for the equipping of 
such guards, but, if this is impossible, laws 
should be enacted setting forth specifically 
what shall be the powers and duties of citi- 
zens who band themselves together in home 
guards. While he believes that such an or- 
ganization cannot at this time be created, 
the governor is of the opinion that Georgia 
should have a state constabulary fashioned 
after that of the state of Pennsylvania. 

The governor calls attention to the neces- 
sity for the creation of a state council of 
defense and for sufficient appropriation for 
the expenses of such a body. 

The governor recommends that the entire 
question of the highway department and its 
work, the money necessary for its work and 
the compliance with the federal statute for 
federal aid be canvassed and such action be 
taken as may be deemed advisable upon such 
a canvass. He suggests the advisability of 
state funds for the construction of bridges 
over some of the larger streams in south 
Georgia.

OF MARKET BUREAU 


Amount of Money Provided 

for Support of New De- 
partment Reduced From 
$50,000 to $15,000. 


With some changes the market bu- 
reau ‘bill, advocated by the state de- 
Partment of agriculture and introduced 
in the house by Representative Cheney 
of Cobb, was approved for passage by 
the general agriculture committee No 1 
yesterday afternoon. 

The most important change in the 
measure was in the amount of money 
provided for the support of the bureau. 
While the bill originally carried an ap- 
propriation of $50,000, a committee 
amendment adopted cut it down to 
$15,000. 

A number of measures were acted on 
favorably by the house committee on 
constitutional amendments Wednesday 
afternoon. One of them was by Mr. 
Akin, of Glynn, providing for the in- 
crease in salaries of judges of the su- 
preme court and court of appeals from 
$4,000 per year to $5,009. 

Another very important measure, 
which has the support of the Dorsey 
administration and which met with 
unanimous approval, was by Represen- 
ative Mullins, of Mitchell, the purpese 
of it being to relieve the general assem- 
bly of a vast amount of so-called local 
legislation by giving city and county 
communities the power to legislate on 


these matters for themselves. 
An important amendment by Mr. 
Neill, of Muscogee, was added to the 


- bill giving the legislature the power 


to enter such legislation as may be 
needed to carry new constitutional pro- 
visions into effect. 

Another measure, approved by the 
administation, was a bill to make the 
term of the governor four years instead 
of two and to make him ineligible to 
succeed himself. Action on this Dill 
was deferred until the author, Mr. Mc- 
Call, of Brooks, could incorporate in 
it a feature urged by the edministra- 
tion which would make the governor’s 
term begin in January instead of June.

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ATLANTA WAR TAX BILL 
IS PASSED BY SENATE 


Bill to Create Agricultural 
School in 12th District 
Is Tabled. 


‘ 


With the exception of some extended 
argument on the bill of Senator Peacock 
for the creation of an agricultural dis- 
trict school of the Twelfth congressional 
district, the senate ground out legisla- 
tion with consistent regularity at Wed- 
nesday’s session. 

The bill of Senator Peacock, being 
supported on the floor of the senate’ by 
its author, Senator Weaver, Senator 
Beck and others, and opposed by Sen- 
ators Carswell and others, failed of a 
constitutional majority upon its pass- 
age, and Senator Peacock moved to 
table the bill, which motion carried, 
thereby saving the bill from immediate 
defeat. The Carswell labor contract 
law repeal bill was lost. 

Two resolutions were introduced in 
the senate Wednesday, one reopenin® 
the Tennessee Copper company issue, 
which closed Tuesday with the defeat 
of the bill of Senator Brown, and the 
other to provide for a committee to in- 
spect a compilation of the state consti- 
tution made by Miss Ella May Thorn- 
ton, of the state library. ; 

The bill introduced in the legislature 
by the Fulton county delegation, pro- 
viding for a local emergency tax on 
one-eighth of one per cent on the dol- 
lar on all taxable property in Atlanta 
passed the senate yesterday, which 
completed its passage of both houses. 
The bill is now ready for the signa- 
ture of the governor, which will prob- 
ably be affixed in the course of a few 
days. 

The proceeds of the additional local 
tax will amount to approximately $230,- 
000, which will be used to make up the 
deficit that the city has incurred this 
year, and to paying for the water main 
system which Atlanta has guaranteed 
the government to lay to the Silver 
Lake contonment site. 

It is estimated that $125,000 of this 
fund will be devoted to the water 
mains and that the remaining $105,000 
will be used to pay up the past debts 
iucurred by the city. 

The bill will not require ratifica- 
tion by the people in the form of a 
popular vote, but it will be in force im- 
mediately after receiving the signature 
of the governor.

HOUSE. VOTES TODAY 
ON NEILL MEASURE 


Chances Favorable for the 
Passage of Primary Bill. 
Friends of Tax Equaliza- 
tion Law Score Point. 


After listening to argument for and 
against the Neill primary bill, the house 
yesterday morning adjourned without 
taking a final vote on the measure. It 
will come up again this morning as un- 
finished business, with the chances more 
than favorable for its passage. 

Mr. Neill, of Muscogee, author of the 
bill, was the first to take the floor in 
its behalf after the measure and amend- 
ments approved by the committee which 
reported it had been read. Mr. Neill 
said that it was not proposed abolish 
party conventions, but merely take 
from conventions the right to name 
candidates for state offices, a right 
which belonged to the people. 

“When you nominate a candidate by 
a convention,” he said, “what assurance 
have the people who vote for the candi- 
date that the convention delegates will 
vote for him throughout the contest?” 

The speaker called ‘attention to a 
number of incidents that had occurred 
in recent democratic conventions, when 
scenes were threatened that would have 
disgraced the good name of the state. 
The people demand an end of convention 
juggling, he added, and this-bill, pro- 
viding as it did for a second vote of the 
people when no candidate received a 
majority unit votes in the first primary 
would end it. 

A “SInmittee amendment to the bill 
provided that in the event of two candi- 
dates having an equal number of county 
unit votes, the one who hada plurality 
of the popular vote would run in the 
second primary with the high man. An 
amendment, offered by the author, pro- 
Vided that the second primary should 
apply only to candidates for governor 
and United States senator. 

Pledge to Party Nominee. 

An amendment was offered by Mr, 
l‘owler, of Bibb, provided that no man 
Should be allowed to vote in a primary 
unless he were a bona fide member of 
the party holding the primary § and 
would pledge himself when challenged 
to support the party nominee. 

Mr. Fowler opposed as unconstitu- 
tional the provision charging the tax- 
payers in the respective counties with 
paying the expenses of the second pri- 
mary. It would apply alike to all par 
ties, he said, and might lay a heavy bur- 
den On the taxpayers in favor of small 
minorities of the voters. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, opposed the meas- 


ure on the ground that it was contrary 
to the principles of democracy and fair 
representative government, 

“The idea of a county of 5,000 popu- 
lation having one-third the vote of Ful- 
ton, with more than two hundred thou- 
sand people is too absurdly unfair to 
need argument,” he declared. “But it 
1S not only on the larger counties of the 
State that it operates unequally. The 
county of Carroll has more’white vot- 
ers than Muscogee or Floyd, yet it has 
Only four units against their six. You 
have disfranchised the negro, and yet 
you give the communities in which he 
lives an enormous advantage over the 
white communities of the state. 

“Let every man's vote 
regardless of the county of his resi- 
dence. That is the only just, the only 
democratic plan. No man ought to be 
elected governor of Georgia who has 
not a majority of the white voters of 
Georgia back of him.” 

Mr. Pickett, of Terrell, replied that 
the county unit system had been found 
Satisfactory to the people of the state 
from time immemorial and that no can- 
didate could be elected to office who 
did not approve of that plan. It was 
only fair, he said, that the smallest 
county in the state should have a voice 
in the election of state officers. They 
would insist on this right, which had 
long been this by party practice, and 
the people of the state would insist 
that they have it. 

Tax Equalization Law. 

A distinct advantage was won by the 
friends of the tax equalization law 
when the general agriculture commit- 
tee of the house reported*the Trammell} 
repeal bill back Wednesday morning 
with a recommendation that it be refer- 
red back to the ways and means com- 
mittee.

MEN AWAY FROM HOME 
MAY TAKE EXAMINATION 


Hooper Alexander Issues a 
Statement Showing Course 
to Be Pursued. 


Hooper Alexander, Unted States dis- 
trict attorney, yesterday issued a state- 


ment showing how men who are away 
from heme and who have been called 
for examination before their home ex- 
emption boards, may have’ jurisdiction 
in their cases transferred to some board 
in the city in which they happen to be 
when * their examination date is 
scheduled. 

“Provision is made in the regulations” 
he writes “for a person who is absent from 
the point of his registration to take his 
examination and file his exemption claim in 
some other district or division than the 
one in which he is registered, 

“I will endeavor to make clear how this 
can be done. The preliminary explana- 
tions might be set forth as: 

“1, Persons registered cannot rely fer 

purpose upon city wards or county 
For instance, in Atlanta a per- 
sixth ward is not in the sixth 
division, but the fifth division. The first 
division includes the ftrst and fifth wards, 
second, the second ward; third, third ward; 
fourth, fourth ward; fifth, sixth ward;

“If you are absent from home and find 
it impracticable to take your physical ex- 
amination before your home board, you may 
make application with your board for per- 
mission to take your physical examination 
before some other board. If any person is 
absent from the jurisdiction of his board 
because of sickness, he may report for 
physical examination on or before the tenth 


day. 

“This petition, among other things, as 
will be set forth in the prescribed form, 
will require the following facts: 1, where 
you now are; 2, why you are there; 3, 
name or number of local board to which 
you desire the jurisdiction of your case 
transferred; 4, reasons for your absence; 5, 
difficulties and expense for you to return 
to place of registration; 6 such affidavits 
from yourself or other persons as will 
throw light on the subject should be at- 
tached to the petition. 

“The petition for transfer of jurisdiction 
must be filed with the local board on or 
tenth day after you have been 
called, 

“When the home board has made and 

certified the order transfering your

ferred will have jurisdiction to determine 

whether or not you are physically qualified 
for military service.’’

JUDGE A. W. FITE 
IN SPIRITED TILT 
WITH A. B. BAYLESS 


A near-fizght occurred before the state 
railroad commission between Judge A. 
W. Fite, of Cartersville, and A. B. 
Bayless, division superintendent of the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad. 

The commission was hearing a peti- 
tion for the discontinuance, as a war 
emergency measure, of L. & N. passen- 
ger trains Nos. 36 and 37, running be- 
twen Cartersville, Ga., and Etowah, 
Tenn. Judge Fite headed a delegation 
of citizens from Cartersville opposing 
the petition. 

Superintendent Bayless, in presenting 
his road’s reasons for asking for the 
discontinuance of the trains, stated that 
he would not prefer to be placed in the 
attitude of Judge Fite, which, he de- 
clared, was that of opposing for reasons 
of personal convenience a measure for 
the better prosecution of the war, 

Judge Fite wanted to know whether 
the superintendent intended his remarks 
as a reflection upon his patriotism, add- 
ing that he has two sons who are now 
serving in the armed branches of the 
government, having volunteered, and 
that he yielded to no man his Zeal for 
service to his country. 

Superintendent Bayless then recited 
that he also had an only son serving in 
the army, that he himself had served 
through the Spanish-American war—in 
Cuba and the Philippines; not at Tam- 
pa, Fla.—and had come out asa colonel, 
and that he did not particularly care 
how the judge interpreted his remarks. 

This clarification of matters served 
to increase the temperature of repartee 
to such an extent that Chairman C, M. 
Candler felt it incumbent upon him to 
bring the exchange to a speedy termi- 
nation, 

The commission later declined the pe- 
tition of the railroad. and the following 
other actions of the commission were 
announced: 

The Southern Express company is au- 
thorized to discontinue Dewitt, Ga., as 
an agency station. 

The Georgia and Florida railroad is 
authorized to discontinue Mackville, Ga., 
as a flag stop. 

The Georgia Coast and Piedmont 
railroad is denied authority to discon- 
tinue Crescent as an agency station.

LIGnT DEALINGS 
IN STOCK MARKET 


In Banking Circles the Five- 
Billion-Dollar War Budget 
of the Treasury Depart- 
ment Is the Most Engross- 
ing Subject. 


New York, July 25.—The stock mar- 
ket was left largely to its own devices 
today, except at rare intervals, when 
traders saw fit to indulge in further 
selling or short covering, the latter 
movement prevailing at the end. Deal- 
ings were the lightest of any time 
since the present period of irregularity 
began, sales barely amounting to 360,- 
000 shares. 

In banking circles the five billion 
dollar war budget of the secretary of 
the treasury was the most engrossing 
topic of discussion, because of its di- 
rect relation to the increasing problem 
of taxation. The Russian retreat and 
additional gold exports to Japan and 
Spain, aggregating almost $2,400,000, 
also entered into calculations. 

Little effort was required to bring 
about some of the forenoon reversals 
which ran from 1 to 2 points in im- 
portant stocks and about as much in 
some specialties. United States Steel 
repeated its familiar role of market 
leader, moving between 119% and 121%, 
closing at 121, a net gain of half a 
point. 

Steamship shares were held:in check 
most of the day because of uncertainty 
regarding the policy of the new ship- 
building board and the warning as to 
future earnings conveyed in the an- 
nual report of the Mercantile Marine 
company. : 

Rallies of the last hour, with gains 
of 1 to 8 points in minor specialties, 
including sugars and fertilizers, were 
accompanied by a more favorable 
weather report in leading agricultural 
centers and the awarding of several 
large government contracts for indus- 
trial supplies. 

The negotiation with the consent of 
the authorities at Washington of $100,- 
000,000 short term war loan to Canada 
by private bankers is not unlikely to 
be followed by further undertakings 
with the allies of similar character, 
it is intimated. 

Distinct heaviness was shown by a 
wide variety of bonds, rails and in- 
dustrials as well as the international 
issues, recessions extending from 4 to 1 
per cent. Liberty 3%’s 
to 99.49. Total sales, par value, 
gregated $3,225,000. United States 
bonds, old issues, were unchanged on 
call, but the coupon 4’s rose % and 
registered 4’s % per cent on sales.

RACING MACHINES 
HERE FOR EVENTS 


Cars of Oldfield and De 
Palma Reached City Wed- 
nesday — “Golden Subma- 
rine” a Wonderful Car. 


The speed chariots which barney 


Oldfield, master driver of the world, 
and Ralph De Palma, the idol of the 
speedways, will pilot in their three rac- 
ing duels of 25, 15 and 10 miles, to de- 
cide the world’s dirt track champion- 
ship on the Lakewood track Saturday 
afternoon under the direction of the 
Southeastern Fair association, reached 
here last evening, a few hours ahead 
of their renowned drivers. 

Evidence of the keen interest that 
has been stimulated here in the speed 
_ battles of the veteran speed kings and 
rivals was the big crowd of racing 
fans that swarmed about the special 
car that brought the swift racing crea- 
tions here and watched them being un- 
loaded. . 

Barney’s latest racing novelty—his 
freakish “Golden Submarine,” that is ca- 
pable of more than 110 miles an hour 
and has been the one big sensation of 
the year in the racing realm—was the 
cynosure of all. It is an innovation in 
the construction of racing cars that 
Oldfield confidently asserts will be 
copied by all speed Kings within five 
years’ time. 

Entire Car Covered. 

The low-hanging car is entirely cov- 
ered, the body being exceedingly light, 
as it is made of aluminum, and its ex- 
terior is of burnished gold. When the 
car is rushing and roaring and rum- 
bling along in making Mercury look 
like a selling plater, neither the driver 
nor his mechanician is visible. Its 
only entrance is a door on the right 
side through which the veteran servi- 
tor of speed and his riding aide climb 
in and out. 

When Barney first trundled the car 


out on the big board Chicago speedway | 


for its initial bow and it showed the 
great speed of which it is capable, some 
of the other entrants got together and 
protested the car, declaring that it was 
unsafe. They fought its acceptance on 
the ground that if it should roll over 
on its side—the one on which the door 
is located—and catch fire, both Bar- 
ney and his mechanician would be 
burned to death. 

Oldfield met their statements that it 
was unsafe by asservating that it was 
much safer than the speed carts they 
were piloting, pointing out that if he 
should meet with an accident and the 
car should roll over and land on its top 
he and his associate would be protect- 
ed by the covered top. He also showed 
another racing innovation, a patented 
one, with which the racing creation 
is equipped—a double steering appara- 
tus. If one gear should snap, the 
driver can quickly change over to the 
other without loss of time by stopping 
at the pits. After many word battles, 
Barney won out over his opponents and 
the car was accepted. 

Differs From Others. 

Except for the projecting hood over 
the engine, Barney's “Gelden Subma- 
rine” is the nearest approximation to a 
perfect streamline body ever made. 
Even the pan under the engine is 
blended into the body in such a man- 
ner as to present as little surface as 
possible against the propulsion of the 
car through space. 

The~speed chariot differs from the 
ordinary racing car, which, ‘because 
of its shape, creates air eddies and cur- 
rents that force the car to push a mass 
of air along in front of it and pull 
along another mass in back of it by 
suction. It requires a certain amount 
of power to move these masses of air, 
which leaves less for the actual pro- 
pulsion of the vehicle whose speed is 
correspondingly decreased. And, be- 
cause Barney’s car does not have to 
_ fight these handicaps, having none of 
the usual flat surfaces and angles, it is 
predicted that his new devil cart will 
attain the greatest speed that has ever 
been touched by any racing car. 

Only slightly lesser interest was 
shown in Barney’s fast French Delage, 
which he will use as his emergency 
car in case the one he takes to the 
starting line breaks down.

No Second Draft This Year.

Estimates to cover expenses of the 
second increment have been submit- 
ted, it was pointed out, because all 
these expenditures must be made in 
advance of a call, to have equipments 
and quarters ready, or the funds must 
be actually on hand when the call is 
made.
